To the Electors of Victoria ^Electoral- ' 
District; 

GentiiEJien:— Having for the last four 
sessions had tho honor of roprosonting 
you iu tho Provineinl legislature to tho 
full satisfiictiou, I boliovo, of a largo ma- 
jority of tho constituonoy, ami as you aro 
once moro oalled on to mako a choice, I 
have again been iuducoil to offer myself 
ua a cantlidato. 

Elected in 187'1, at a critical period of 
our history as a people, I havo over done 
my best, in and out of Parliamont, to for- 
ward tho iiitoro.sts of tho Provinco genor- 
ally, aud iu piu-ticiilar to piomotu what- 
ovur tuudod to bouofit tho District repre- 
sented by mo. In tho District I liavo 
ownou land for a quarter of a century; 
have lived on it with my family for nine- 
teen years; and have succeeded in estab- 
lishing a homo amongst you. What 
further proof can be required, fellow- 
fnrmors, that my political and general 
intorests aro tlioroughly idoutiliod with 
j-our own ?

As wo should not now seek to bor-

I am in favor of three Ministers (having 
portfolios) instead of four, believing that 
a Govornmont's surest guarantee for pro- 
longed touuro of power must bo the con- 
iidoDco in its integrity and ability enter- 
tained by a large majority of the people 
mside and outside the House of Assem- 
bly. This ooniidonce is, in my firm belief, 
deserved and enjoyed by the Ministry 
now in oIBcq. , 
of'roiro'iicumuiJb'uumpatioiu wiiiU a uuu 
performance of the public service, and 
above all with retention of our fair ro- 
jjdte as a law enforcing aud law abiding 
people. 

It would be a source of groat satisfac- 
tion to many besides myself to witness 
suoh administration of Responsible Gov- 
ernment iu our midst as, while giving 
general satisfaction at homo, would win 
for our conutry credit and respect abro.^d 
whorovor tho English tongue is spoken 
aud our political ongoings at all noticed. 
This most desirable consummation cannot 
be reached without increase of represen- 
tation and redistribution of seats, aa I 
will havo pleasure in explaining to you 
at public meetings if allowed a patient 
hearing. I am utterly opposed to Mr. 
Walkem's view as expressed in tho House 
(7th and Sth of last March, see Colonist 
and Standard of these dates) that abo^t 
12 members and a modified form of Crown 
Colony Government would be best for u'b. 
Tbi.s would indeed bo rotrogroBsion ! ! 
Follow oloctors, I am not; inclined to 
"give up tho ship" yet, and sure I am 
that you aro not. Mr. Humphreys' talk at 
North Saanich about "25 hungry rats be- 
ing bottor th.an 33 hungry, rats" pays la 
poor compliment to tho intelligence acid 
houesty of the people of "this Province. 
Society could not hold together anywheyo 
did not the well-intentioned, honest, sen- 
fiiblo people vastly exceed in number and 
power the ruffians, rogues, knaves, fools 
and "designing demugogues." This ia as 
true of savage us of civilized society, as 
forty years ago I had ample opportunity 
of observing, la every Jndian village of 
this coast thou tho ovil-diaposod were 
greatly iu tho minority. 

On tho Kail "'"J- 1 uiay say that I am m 
fuvor of the Carnarvon Terms, and ehall 
havo much to say when I got umongatyolu 
again on this subject, <^ ■ ■ 

With the unfortunate heritage of the 
Dry Dock bequeathed by the Walkein 
party to tho Government that succeeded 
them, tho Elliott Ministry havo, as I think, 
acted with great discretion. Iu tho 
HcuHO, if I remember aright, tho Opposi- 
tion did not "feel like" opposing the 
course submitted for discussion by tho 
Government. 

You may roly pn mo in tho future, as iu 
the past, as an earnest supporter of tho 
Public School system as it is, and of its 
improvement, as far ns our llnancial con- 
dition may permit.

During tho four years I have served you 
in tho Legislature I have never yot beou 
fthsont a doy, nor have I once shirked a 
-vQta on any^qnestion. v.-. 

In the Housb I'havo ever supported 
good uieuKures whoncosoevor originating.

Tho public debt had increased to some- 
thing over nino hundred thousand dollars 
by lioarly doubling expenditure over in- 
coiub aud paying eight and ten per cent, 
interest, while tlio credit of tho Province 
had been straiuod to it.i utmoat tonsiou. 

The revenue was pledged to tlio Do- 
minion for a small advance, and banking 
facilities wore complotely osbausted.

I liavo since given my support 
to a government which has had groat dif- 
licullies to contend with although none of 
thom arc of its own creation.

Tho improved condition of tho country 
is generally admitted and contrasts favor- 
ably with the state it was in throo years 
ago. 

Tho taxes which tho nocos.sities of the 
times required for tho liquidation of our 
indebtedness havo attracted English cap- 
ital at the rate of six per cent, per annum, 
and our bonds which were sold last year 
at 9C are now worth 110, and the credit of 
British Columbia Starfds higher iu Lon- 
don than that of Quoboo, the oldott prov- 
inco of tho Dominion of Canada.

The non-fulfilment of the terms of con-, 
federation by the Dominion Government 
and tho long delay in commencing railway 
work on tho Pacific coast is what wo havo 
reason to deplore. It was a great loss to 
the Island when tbo proposals of Mr, 
Edgar woro not ontortaiuod. If negotia- 
tions — which terminated so abruptly— had 
lieon conducted by the government of that 
day iu a diiTorent spirit rails now rusting 
on tho wharves at Esquimalt would havo 
boon laid on the road to Naiiaimo and tho 
spirit of tho Carnarvon Terms complied 
with. 

The constrnotion of tho graving dock 
which was required from us by the Do- 
minion Government under Stipulated con- 
ditions, has been unnecessarily delayed 
under false hopes, delusive expectations 
i\nd a series of blunders. 

The purchase of cement and machinery 
before either woro required ranks among 
the many exponsivo vagaries of dn errotio 
minister on a jaunt to London. 

We have already paid a great price for 
engineering skill and must continue to do 
BO under existing ongngemeuts ontorod 
into by a former Government with only 
an uulinisbod coflerdam to show for an 
expenditure of over §200,000. 

It is now over throo years sinca wo were 
promised by Mr. Walkem that COO men 
would be at work on the.Drydook, and 
every man, woman and child employed 
about Esquimalt, and yet we find up to 
this day excavation lias not yot boon be- 
gun nor tlio colTerdam contract carried 
out. 

If tho Imperial Govormno"'' oIjuuui not 
take the w'J- orrour iiands within a rea- 
souablo time, I shall insist-n^onithe Dock 
being completed by the Province accord- 
ing to the Terms of Confodoration, feel- 
ing convinced that ovory dollar spent in 
labor on tho works at Esquimalt will 
spread and fructify in tho most remoto dis- 
tricts of the Provinco; and whenever la- 
bor and capital are united on productive 
works prosperity -will attend. 

If tho money which has boen spent ou 
useless ronds and bridges construetod by 
Chinese labor on tho Mainland had beou 
judiciously laid out in tho construction 
of a Dock the work could havoboo^■l com- 
pleted by this timo without Chinamen's 
aid, and in probability sold to the Im- 
perial Government at a profit., 

As I am a well known 'adVocatb ' of a 
sound and practical education for every 
boy and every girl iu ovory district, I 
v/ill not deprive thom of the highest 
branches of education aa soonv;'a8 the 
country cau afford to pay ProfpSBpra-. of 
Law, Physio and Divinity. 

With regard to tUo re-distribution of 
seats, J a^ in favor of equalizing repre- 
sentation, but not in favor of forcing a 
member on any district contrary to the 
will of the people most interested. Ag:I 
will endeavor to make suitablo arran/je- 
mouts for a meeting of tho ci^octp^rs at 
Esquimalt at an oaf ly date, I nope ,then 
and there to be able to give' a good' 'b6-| 
count of my stewardship, iTnd if '1 am 
deemed worthy of a renewal of your con-, 
donee my timo and best exertions shall 
bo devoted to i)romoto your iutorests aud 
tlio general welfare of the Proviuoe.

The hustings should 
hava died when the ballot camo in; be- 
oaase it was a'liianifest absurdity to asic a 
man to deolare his preference at the nom- 
ination, and "require him to avail himself 
of the ballot when polling-day camo 
roand, The modus operandi under whioh 
nominations aro now mado is this: Two 
electors sign a papor rooommondiug a 
candidate as a fit and and proper poraon 
for the suffrage of their follow electors. 
These are called tlia pri}poaer and second- 
er. Three other electors witness the sig- 
natures of the proposer and secondor, the 
paper is handed to the rcturuiug ofiicer 
and the buaineps is done. A very simple, 
orderly and pleasant formula, is it not?

B.VKKEnviHiE, B.C., April 2G. 

Arrived here three days ago. Fonml 
the Weather beautiful, and everybody in 
the best spirits. Nearly all tho olaims 
aro beiag prospected. Those that are not 
will commence on twentieth of May. 
That (lay, according to law, callod "rop- 
reaentatiou day," men mast commence 
work or take tlie chances of having thoir 
claims jumped — a fact, I presume, all old 
residents in this country are cognizant of. 

I have vi&itod only one or two of tbo 
mines and must say the ledges ore well 
defined. What the oharaoter of the oro 
is I leave to the test of the assayer, 
which, suflioe it, gives this people the 
greatest coufldounQ in tho f uturo of this 
country. Tho ubovo opinion I fully ou- 
dorso. 

Improvements are going on here every 
day. For the last several years this town 
has been on tho deoline. To-day it pre- 
sents a thrifty appearance. Nearly every- 
body can find employment; but I do not 
think it advisable for men without money 
to oomo unless thoy understand tho busi- 
ness of quartz mining. Men acoustomed 
to working in rock could hud stoudy om- 
ploymsnt.

Monday, May G. 

At 8:30 p.m., Mr. R. Porter having been 
appointed Chairman and Mr. W H. Tolmie 
Seorotory, Mr. Thomas Leo openod the 
disonssion by some able reinarks in ex- 
planation of his own independent posi- 
tion. He gave his views on the Oonstitu-- 
tion Bill, saying that more ability and 
honesty might, of course, be expected in 
a House of thirtytliree than in one of 
twenty-four members. Ho said tho Bill, 
however, hod not boon asked for by the 
people. He spoke ou retrenchment, city 
and.country toxation, the contract system, 
munioipalitios and indemnity to members. 

Mr. Mollmoyl followed, beginning 
with th« railway. Ho regretted that in 
187G tho Mainland members of iho Minis- 
try had shown opposition to tho lino com- 
ing by Esquimalt. Ho dilated on tho 
policy of tiia Elliott Government and 
alluded to tho Drummers' Aot, munici- 
palities and protection. 

Dr 'rolmie, who was much interrupted 
by absurd questions, chiefly from intrndors 
from the city, spoko fully on tho Railway 
question, rending to the meeting Claufco •^ 
of tho further papor of 20th March, 1877, 
in which tho Elliott Govornmont had set 
themselves and country distinctly in the 
right as to the Cainnrvon Terms. He re- 
ferred to the Constitution Bill and other 
important concerns. 

Mr. Humphreys, who as well as Dr. Tol- 
mie, was allowed an hour for his oration, 
outdid his former self oven in abuse of tho 
doctor and tho Elliott Government. He 
said that if not compelled to secrecy by 
the oath ho had taken on becoming Fi- 
nanoo Minister, what bosoness on the part 
of that ministry ho could unfold! a minis- 
try "corrupt, gross, untruthful." Elliott 
was "tho most ouornions corrupt and in- 
famoun lawliroakor" wo havo. Tho "Snob- 
ooraoy" of Victoria wore combining, ho 
tiaid, to change tho constitution by re- 
quiring that a candidate should give proof 
of owning 85,000, and a voter 81000. 

It was moved by Mr. Geo. Deans, eso- 
ondod by Mr. J, D. Bryant, 

"That tho meeting endorse tho bold 
stand taken by Messrs. Hnmphreys and 
Mollmoyl iu tho great question of Re- 
form, and pledge ourselves to support 
them at tbo coining oloction." 

A very small show of hands was given 
and tho ro.ioliitiou was doolored carried. 
A recount was spoken of but not taken.

English institutions aro proverbially 
conservative, but when, from time to time 
some gross scandal or grave disaster tears 
asnoder the meshes of red lope in which 
tho departments of Government are or- 
dinarily enfolded, the changes made aro 
swooping enough to satisfy the most radi- 
cal of reformers. For many years past 
tho administration of tho Loudon detec- 
tive force has boon grievously defective. 
It is not long since that throo ofiUcers were 
convicted of systematic collusion with a 
gang of notorious turf swindlers and sen- 
tenced to terms of imprisonment, and tha 
revelations a^ to tho inner workings of 
tho force made in tho course of their trial 
havo led to a thorough reorganization. 
Henceforward the department is to bo 
knowu by the name of tho "Department 
for Criminal Investigations," a title which 
sounds rather French than English, and 
as wa oro now adding to tho number of 
our own police, it is interesting to note 
the organization considered necessary to 
"invodtigate" tho criminal part of a popu- 
lation numbering in round figures 1,0011,- 
000 souls. There is to be, in tha first 
placo, a Obiol Superintendent with u sal- 
ary of S2250 per annum, rising gradually 
to §2750 per annum; throo Chief Inspec- 
tors with Hidaries of §1500 to §1750; three 
first-class Inspectors with salaries of §1000 
to §1250; Bovoutoen Inspectors of the bo- 
coud chiHS, receiving §750 to §900, and 
five sergoanta with §500 to §G00 per an- 
num. These coustitnto the exeoutivo, 
apd they are assisted in their labors by 
fifteen local Insjiectors. twonty-nino Ser- 
geants of the first, thirty of the second 
'and one hundred of tho third class, tho 
ilowoBt rate of pay being §B00 per annum. 
There will bo in addition sixty divisional 
and twenty speeial patrols. Promotion is 
to be "by selection tempered by senior- 
ity," and in all cases pay which begins at 
the minimum rote will bo raised §50 per 
annum until it roaches the moximam ap- 
portioned to tho grodo. 

This is a brief outlino of tho personnel 
of the now force, and tho smallness of the 
pay is a.i remarkable as tho numerical 
strength of tho roll. It will require a 
very thorough system of discipline and 
closo detection of detectives to keep in 
tho straight path men intrusted with such 
important duties at such o moderate acalo 
of remuneration. Tho gradual inoreaao 
of pay for length of service and promo- 
tion by merit ore, however, powerful in- 
oentives in this direction.

EUROPE. 
LoKDON, May G. — A dispatch from 
Syria soys news from Kharport.Turkish 
Armenia, reports tho plundering of 
ninoty-ono Armei.ion villages in the 
district of Chemecho by Dorain Kurds. 
The Ottoman outhorities nro unable to 
afford protection, although the dis- 
trict is greatly impovorislied. Double 
taxes nro demanded iu Ingieglii, which 
lies between Kharport and Erzeroum. 
The dearth threatens soou to become 
a famine. 

Parliament re-openei to-day. In 

tke Houso of Commons notice was 
given of various questions regarding 
tho employment of Indian troops. 
Northcoto, in reply to a quoBliou of 
tho Marquis of Hurtington, said, "I 
can only say negotiations with Bussia 
continue. It would be disadvontngo- 
ous to the public interest to discuss 
them now." He further snid the dis- 
patch of Indian troops was resolved 
upon some time ago and it bad not 
been thought necessary to communi- 
cate the intention to Parliament. The 
Obnncellor also said, that although 
John Bright was not in tho House he 
(tho Chancellor) claiinod tho right to 
refer to Bright's chargo that the gov- 
ornmont, and Sir Stailbrd Northcoto 
in particular, had deceived tbo Houso. 
Ho hoped Bright would make that 
chargo iu tho Houso. 

Berlin, May G. — Contrary to oxiieo- 
tations raiiod by tho recent concilia- 
tory attitude of tho papacy those 
Prussian priests in receipt of govern • 
mont stipends have been asked by 
Cnrdiuol Catorini, prefect of tho con- 
gregation of sacred council, oitbor to 
ronounco their salarios or dcclaro thoir 
opposition of ccclcaiastical laws. 

Pera, May G. — Advices from Adria- 
uople and Phillipolis of the 2d inst. 
report continued fighting aboutHaskoi, 
in which district twenty-one Mahom- 
modan villages havo been destroyed. 
Tho Russians lay tho blame on tho 
Bulgarians and the Bulgarians blame 
the Russians. There have been many 
nrroats at Adrianople among tho 
Bulgarians accused of complicity in the 
destruction of Turkish villnges. 

Russian forces aro marching from 
Sophia. In tho south tho insurgents 
are eslimatod at thirty thousand in- 
clusive of scattered bauds. 

London, ' May 7. — Oommitteos of 
small-pox asylums report the epidemic 
hero as strong na it was a year ago, 
there now being 850 cases. 

In tliG Houso of Commons Sir 'Wiu. 
Vornon Harcourt questioned the right 
of tho Govornmout to employ Indian 
troops without tho consent of Parlia- 
ment. Northcoto defdudod the act as 
constitutional, being merely a move- 
ment of troops from one part of tho 
empire to another. Thegovernment,ho 
said, did np.t publish the news and did 
not expect it to become public so soon. 
The government's policy is still to ob- 
tain an amicable sottloiuent; but it may 
bo disappointed. Therefore it is its 
duty to take precautions. Tbo ex- 
penses of the Indian troops will bo 
borne by, the Imperial Eiohequer. Ho 
approh'en'dod they would serve under 
tho Indian military act. 

Paris Tuilleries Oomcaission has re- 
solved to recommend the restoration 
of that ruined palace at a cost of about 
four million francs.

The Enormous Business Carried on in the 
New England Factories. 

(Trom tho Charlenton News and Courier.) 

Twenty-five years ago, in New Eng- 
land, all shoes were made by hand, and 
man seldom sat at the bench all day, 
but usually plied some other trade till 
nightfall then wont to his lasts. To-day 
thosands of men and women are em- 
ployed daily in perfecting a piece of 
the shoe by machinery, whilst they are 
unable to do anything on the shoe by 
hand. 

Forty-fivo millions of pairs of sewed 
shoes and 55,000,000 of pairs of pegged 
shoes woro mado and sold by manu- 
facturers of the United States in 1877, 
and eighty-five per cent, of tho work 
done on these shoos was done by 
mocbinery. The uppers aro cut out by 
hand, simply because of tho variable- 
ness of the quality of tho leather in tho 
same skin. Tho soles aro cutout by 
machinery, and the binding, pasting, 
closing, crimping, stitching, "heeling 
and polishing are all done by ma- 
chinery -without the aid of human 
hand. 

The strongest sewed shoos aro stitoh- 
ed with a wire screw thread, each stitch 
being actually screwed in and the screw 
cut off by an automatic machine, the 
exact thickness of tho sole, whether it 
be thiu, as in the shank, or thick, as 
under the ball of the foot, or still 
thicker as through tho heel. 

Nine hundred pegs are driven in a 
shoe in a minute. Four hundred and 
fifty thousand bushels of pegs were 
used last year, and all made by ma- 
chinery. The pegs in four pairs of 
men's shoes cost one cent. 

The cost of shoes is no less now than 
when made by hand, because leather 
is dearer. In 1855 it cost $2. 25 to make 
a pair of ladies' gaitojcs of the finest 
quality. Now the same shoo can be 
mado for $1.50. Then females did 
most of tho binding and stitching at 
SOcts; now they get §1.30 per day for 
attending machinery. Then men who 
lasted and did the sowing got $1 per 
day; now they get $2.50. The stock 
in such shoes ia now worth 50 per cent 
more than it was in 1855. Then, a 
man by hand made six pairs of woman's 
shoes in a day; pow. one, man and a 
boy or woman will by machinery make 
twenty times as much. 

So perfectly is everything mado for 
this kind of manufacture that neither 
time nor a scrap of material is lost. 
Last fall a shoe manufacturer was 
burned out in Lynn on Wednesday. 
Thursday ho received his insurance and 
rented another houso. Friday, arder- 
od-^hia new machinery from IBoston, 
only nine miles off; received it on Sat- 
urday; put it up on Monday, and on 
Tuesday had all his force at work turn- 
out as many pairs of shoes as he 
had done before tho fire— 24,000 pairs 
ovory day. There is a royalty of two 
cents on every pair of pegged, and of 
three and a quarter cents on every pair 
of sewed shoes made by machinery.

In the manufacture of cotton and 
woollen goods ninety hands now in 
sixty hours do tho work that 256 hands 
did in seventy-six and a half hours fif- 
teen years ago, and though their wages 
have increased forty per cent, tho cost 
of manufactured articles has been 
greatly reduced. It costs: tbr$« and a 
half cents per yard to make calico, and 
Wamsuta goods aro not sold in the Lon- 
don market, but yet tbo policy of our 
Govornmont thinks it proper to impose 
a duty of from thirty to fifty per cent 
upon all classes of cotton and woollen
